The change which lias taken 
plac P in medicine, thanks to in¬ 
creasing knowledge, is well ill¬ 
ustrated by recalling that not 
so long ago, haemorrhage from 
the lung was considered to be a 
cause of tuberculosis and not, 
as we now know it to be, a res¬ 
ult of the disease. 

The old belief was based up¬ 
on observation that a progress¬ 
ive tuberculosis followed, in 
many cases, upon haemorrhage. 
Reference is,made to this belief 
because it is th P purpose of 
this article to point out to our 
readers that as haemorrhage 
from the lung is so commonly 
a symptom of tuberculosis, all 
*uch bleeding should be consider 
ed as being due to tuberculosis 
until proved otherwise. 

The appearanc p of blood in 
the mouth is the first evidence 
of tuberculosis in many cases. 
ix)okmg back, other symptoms 
may have preceded it, but it 
was the haemorrhage which 
first made the patient realize 
that there was something am¬ 
iss and so sent him to lib 
doctor. It is likely unfortunate 
that all casts of tuberculosis do 
not experience a haemorrhage 
very early in the disease. Those 
who ignore such symptoms as 

Hgu\ loss of weight, o> per¬ 
sistent coughs arc sufficiently 
frightened by rinding blood in 
their mouths, or observing it in 
their sputum to seek medical 
morrhagp itself is rarely danger 
ous. Nearly all haemorrhages 
subside without, in themselves, 
doing the patient any serious 
harm. Haemorrhages which ac- 
cur early in the disease may do 
a great deal of good, indirectly, 
because they bring the patient 
under treatment in that early 
stage of the disease when there 
is u much better chance for re¬ 
covery, thus lessenig the requir 
ed time for treatment, and dec¬ 
reasing the danger cf spreading 
the disease to others. 

Haemorrhage from the lungs 
may be caused by diseases o 4 her 
than tuberculosis. A thorough 
medical examination and a 
study of the patient’s condition 
are required to determine the 
cause in each particu'ar case. 
Practically, it means that the 
appearanev of blood should alw 
ays l^e regarded seriously, and 
that the cause should be im¬ 
mediately ascertained. This is 
the only means whereby proper,

In Ontaiio 
general rains during th P past 
week have benefitted all grain 
and root crops athough more 
moisture is needed in the south 
western section of the province 
where prreipitation to date has 
been inadequate. In the Mari¬ 
time Provinces grain and root 
crops have withstood A hot dry 
spell and are still in good con¬ 
dition but rain is needed.

Pasturage gen 
erally is good and there has 
been qo shortage of water for 
irrigation purposes.
